To the Editors of tlie National Intelligencer. 


GCNTI,I;MKN: Your readers need not be 
1 in- 


formed that the Indian Question, as it is 
familiarly called, has been deeply interest- 
ing to the American public for more than a 
year: and that it was particularly so during 
the whole of the last session of Congress.— 
This subject does not directly a fleet tiie pri- 
vate concerns of ourciti/en?, nor does it bear 
immediately on the foreign relations of the 
country: nor ought it to be entangled with 
the wishes and designs, the hopes and fears, 
of political intriguers or partisan editors.— 
No other subject, so far removed as this is 
from the ordinary causes of excited feeling.- 
hits taken so iirm a hold of tlie public mind 
and the public conscience, since the United 
States became a nation. This general inte- 
rest can be accounted for in no other way 
thun by supposing that a large portion of our 
inhabitant*, including many of the most in- 
telligent, virtuous, and public-spirited rneji 
in the community, are seriously apprehend- 
sive that justice is to be trampled on. human- 
ity outraged, and the national character deep- 
ly stained, by the treatment which the de- 
fenceless tribes upon our borders are to re- 
ceive at our hands. 


The Indians are no\\T, if compared with our- 


selves, a feeble race of men. 
They are far 


removed from the populous parts of our coun- 
try. 
They have but scanty means of access 


to tiie minds and hearts of our people. 
Ig- 


norance of their condition caste an obscurity 
over their rights and claims. They have no 
patronage to bestow, no votes to give or to 
withhold, no resources adequate to even a 
moderate and stinted defence of their right- 
eous cause. Their opponents can wield n. 
great patronage, have many votes to give, 
and hold greatTpolitical power at their dispo- 
sal; and all the influence thence resulting 
Is exerted to stifle inquiry, to misrepresent 
the character and claims of the Indians, and 
to make their cause appear despicable and 
hopeless. 


Yet, though their cause Ir.hors under all 


these disadvantages, the people of the U. 
States generally, so far as correctly informed 
in regard to facts, are on the side of the In- 
dians. The cry of the Indians has been 
heard: their claims are thoroughly under- 
stood by many; and all fair-minded men. by 
whom these claims are thus understood, are 
extremely desirous thai the Indians should 
receive that protection, which our nation tins 
solemnly, and many times, covenanted to af- 
ford. 


Another session of Congress is approa ch- 


ing; and it seerns proper to inquire, what is 
the present state of the Indian Question / 
and what are the people of /he U. States 
bound to do,, in regard to it ? 
. 1 propose, Messrs. Editors, to answer these 
two inquiries, in two essays; and as but a 
single number will be devoted to each. I res- 
pectfully solicit the attention of yourselves 
and your readers to a discussion of so mode- 
rate a length, on a subject, which, however 
it may be disguised for a moment, will at last 
be universally acknowledged to be one of 
momentous import. 


To ascertain what -tithe state of the Indian 


Question / it will be necessary to bear in 
mind the following particulars. 


The present Chief Magistrate of the U. 


States, soon after entering upon the duties of 
his office, gave the Cherokees and the other 
southwestern tribes to understand, that they 
must submit to the laws of the States in their 
neighborhood. 
While he professed a wil- 


lingness to extend his protection to these 
tribes, in some undefined manner, and to some 
uncertain extent, he explicitly and repeared- 
ly declared, that he could do nothing, which, 
should interfere with the State laws, or should 
imply that the separate States have not the 
absolute and uncontrolled power of legisla- 
ting over Indian tribes, residing on their ori- 
ginal territory, if that territory happens to 
fall wHhin tlie chartered limits of any Statc. 
Of course, the President must have assumed 
the power of suspending the law's of Con- 
gress, regulating intcrcnvrsc with the Indian 
tribe*; a law. the principal provisions of 
which 1)3 ve been in force since the voar 179H.

Attempts to negotiate with the Southwest- 


ern tribes have bfpn renewed under the au- 
spices of the Indian bill. 
The Cherokees 


and the Creeks have refused to treat. 
The 


Chickasaws have agreed to remove, provided 
a tract of country can be found, which shall 
be satisfactory to them, a condition which 
they do not believe it possible for the U. States 
to comply with. The Choc taws have recent- 
ly signed a treaty, under the very urgent in- 
fluence of the Secretary of War, with the 
law of Congress, as explained by him. and 
the laws of the State of M ississippi, and ail 
the unknown power of State legislation, sus- 
pended over them ; the whole forming a sys- 
tem of duress, which theChoctaws could not 
withstand, and which is equally unjust to 
them, and dishonorable to the country. 


When the Lillian bill had passed, the 


Cherokee deputies, then at Washington, em- 
ployed legal counsel. 
Now, for the first time 


since this controversy arose, they avail- 
ed themselves of professional aid. Mr. 
Wirt. long and advantageou.-ly known to the 
American public as an eminent jurist and a 
powerful advocate, was engaged by them, to 
defend their cause, and to take proper mea- 
sures for bringing it bti^re the Supreme 
Court of the U. States. 


The announcement o~;3ji^ ttlvanes in the 


controversy was received v. ith tokens of high 
gratification. 
The sad countenances of the 


Cherokees were universally lighted up. All 
friends of the Indians and ail who love to see 
justice administered with an equal hand to 
the weak and the strong- To tiie Supreme 
Court the Constitution has assigned the duty 
of deciding questions, which arise in regard 
to the meaning and effect of treaties, and in 
regard to tlie constitutionality, as well as the 
meaning and effect, of laws enacted by Con- 
gress, and by the Legislatures of the several 
States. If the Indian Cluestion can be fairly 
brought before this tribunal, and deliberate- 
ly argued and adjudicated there, the public 
will undoubtedly be satisfied with the deci- 
sion. If. however, there should be unavoid- 
able delay in obtaining Hie judgment of the 
Court.so that the Cherokees cannot soon avail 
themselves of that legal protection, to which 
they believe themselves entitled, and which 
has been solemnly guarantied to them by the 
sovereign authority of the nation, it will be 
matter of deep sorrow and regret to them, 
and may prove fatal to their cause. 


Soon after Mr. Wirf was employed as coun- 


sel for the Cherokees, he prepared for their 
use and guidance a writ;on opinion, embra- 
cing all the material points of difference be- 
tween them and the Slate of Georgia. In 
this opinion, which >vas drawn up with great 
ability and candor, and sustained by unan- 
swerable arguments, the following pcsitious 
are established, viz: 


1. That the Cherokees are a sorcreisfn na- 


Go\ernmfnt: who d" not forget that we gov- 
ern our.sches ; and who expect our will, and 
not the will of a few privileged men, to be 
obeyed ; shall we perpetuate an act, which 
combines all the baseness and guilt of the 
meanest fraud, the most barefaced falsehood, 
and the most deliberate perjury .' Shall we 
perpetuate such an act, while, in all our in- 
tercourse with foreign nations, we are talk- 
ing of justice, and honor, and integrity ; and 
are demanding, in a high tone of morality, as 
if conscious of rectitude, that all our right-* 
should be admitted, and all our claims should 
be regarded as unquestionable? Shall we 
perpetuate such an act, by encroaching upon 
the rights of the weak and defenceless, mere- 
ly because they are weak, and u,'e arc strong 
Shall we do this with reference to the des- 
cendants of men. who listened to the persua- 
sions and intrcaties of our fathers .' who con- 
sented to a peace at the earnest solicitation 
of Washington and other worthies? and heroes 
of the_Efevolu!ion • who received from Wash- 
ington, as Chief Magistrate of the ncwlv 
formed Union, the very first pledges of the 
pore and onconlamiriated faith of the rising 
Republic 1 and who accepted our solemn gua- 
ranty, as the great equivalent for Jarye and 
rich domains, which they relinquished to our 
expanding population .; After expressing, for 
forty years, our determination to abide by 
these very engagements: after repeating and 
reaffirming the&eeiigageinOiits by the mouths, 
and under the teals, of ail the venerable and 
honored men whom we had selected as most 
worthy to hold the highest offices m the State: 
shall we suddenly have the hardihood, the au- 
dacity, the impudence, to absolve ourselves 
from all the obligations, which rest with such 
accumulated weight upon us .! Was the man 
of probity and honor ever transformed, all at 
once, into a knave, a swindler, a case-La rden- 
ed_villain, taking no pains to hide his villainy .' 
Wad it ever heard of, that a chaste matron 
became, all at onc-e, regardless of common 
decency ? The Romans had a maxim, JV? 
repentejlt turpissimitf. 
And shall we. in 


this early age of our growing Nation, after 
exhibiting to tiie world most illustrious ex- 
amples of public virtue, suddenly cast away, 
as a worn-out Government, all regard to our 
national character, all respect lor the opin- 
ions of mankind, all respect for ourselves, all 
consideration of our permanent interests, and 
all fear of God, the Avenger of the oppressed ! 


Is it possible that the People of the United 


States should hesitate on this question ? No; 
they would not, if they saw that this was the 
question distinctly proposed Jo them : that 
they must answer it : and must be held res- 
ponsible to the world for tho answer. 
The 


danger is not. that a majority of the People 
will decide wrong, with a full understanding 
of the case ; but that apathy will prevail; and 
the question will bo decided tlie wronir way 
by interested voices, and bv those why are 
beguiled by interested voices; and thus the 
character of the country wiii bv. !osu before 
the country is aware of i?.

'2. That the territory of the Cherokees is j can *.vri*u. and all who c-'iu sp<jak : an alarm 


uou- exertions, which every friend of the 
country can make .' Is not the exigency ex- 
treme, and tiie necessity of immediate effort 
imperious! All, who think with the writer 
of these paragraphs, must answer in the affir- 
mative, and will be inclined seriously to con- 
sider the following suggestions: 


1. The people of the United States are 


bound to regard the Cherokees and other In- 
dians, as Tnc.n ; as human beings, entitled to 
receive the same treatment as Englishmen, 
Frenchmen, or ourselves, would bo entitled 
to receive in the same circumstances. Here 
is the only weak place in their cause. 
They 


are not treated as men : and if they arc finally 
ejected from their patrimonial inheritance by 
arbitrary and unrighteous power, the people 
of the United States will be impeached and 
condemned for treating the Indians, not as 
men, but as animals. The sentence, will be 
pronounced against us, that, while we boast- 
ed of our attachment to liberty, ancl set our- 
selves up as patrons of the rights of man, we 
treated the weak and dependent—even our 
old and long tried allies, if weak and depend- 
ent, we treated, not as men. but as animals.— 
Fellow-citizens, is this horrible iniquity to be 
perpetrate'! by us ! 


Why should not the Cherokees, Creeks, 


and Choctii \vs, be treated as men J Their an- 
cestors were thus treated, when Oglethorpc 
landed at Savannah;and when he begged 
them, as the rightful sovereigns of the terri- 
tory, to spare him a little land on which to set- 
tie, and promised them everlasting friendship 
and good neighborhood. The last generation 
was treated in the same manner bv Washing- 
ton, when be sent for Creek Chiefs; induced 
thorn to visit the Scat of Government; ex- 
plained his wishes to them, urave them his ad- 
vice, and formed an honorable treaty with 
them, by which the United Suites solemnly 
guarantied to them a known boundary. 
The 


Cherokees and Choctaws were treated as 
men, during the last war. when they fought 
by the side of the commander who is now 
President of the United States, and were 
praised for thc-ir bravery, their fidelity, and 
their devotedues-s to the cause of their great 
ally. Tiiese tribes have always been treat- 
ed as men, till within three years, past. And ' 
why should they not be so treated still.'— 
What have th'\y done to forfeit their human 
character.'

Two cities, in States 


distant from each other, were thrown into 
great agitation by the attempt to carry him 
out of the; country clandestinely. This was 
right; lor if one man, however, ill-deserving, 
may be removed from the protection of the 
law. it is impossible to tell who will be remo- 
ved next. 
Rowland Stephen-on, though a 


stranger and a fugitive, and universally be- 
lieved to be a culprit, experienced the protec- 
tion of law, because he was a man ; but lloss, 
and Hicks, and Boudinot. and Folsom, with 
more than twelve thousand Indian ianulies, 
cannot avail themselves of the protection of 
law, not even of treaties, which are expressly 
declared by our Constitution to be the su- 
preme law of the land, and which, by the 
common consent of Nations, are the mostsa- 
cred of all laws. 
These twelve thousand 1'n- 


dian families arc not fugitives nor slrtmifors. 
They inherited the immemorial possession of 
their ancestors, and have been constantly 
known to our Nation, by public transactions, 
for more than filly years. 
Thev can bring 


files of parchments, with the seals ofall our 
great statesmen allixed to them. All this a- 
vaiis nothing, however, ibr ii; lias been dis- 
covered, within three years past, that they 
arc not endowed with the rights of men ; or, 
in other words, they have lost their human 
character, and become mere animals. And 
this is one of the discoveries of the nineteenth 
century, which is to illustrate our public rc- 
putatJon to the latest period of time ! 


2. -The people of the United States are 


bound to remember, that the. cause of justice 
will prevail if it is kept before the public eye, 
and pressed upon the public conscience. It 
is true, that self-interest blinds men strange- 
ly ; but the supposed advantages to be gained 
by driving the Indians into exile, are altogeth- 
er too small and contemptible to exert a per- 
manent influence upon tlie minds of our citi- 
zens generally. 
One of the Senators from 


Georgia said, in his place, while the Indian 
bill was under discussion, that the interest of 
that State in the decision of the question was 
very inconsiderable. This declaration was 
true. 
Beyond a doubt, tlie interest of the 


Southern States would be promoted by ad- 
mitting all that the Indians claim, and uever 
attempting to get a foot of their lands, unless 
by treaties fairly made—all past engagements 
remaining inviolate. 


Let this matter be kept Fully, strongly, and 


constantly before the minds of all our people, 
and there can be no fears in regard to the is- 
sue. 
Our faith will be sustained, and Ibe na- 


tion will have acquired from the struggle a 
great accession of moral strength. 


3. We are bound, as a people, to petition 


Congress, earnestly and importunately, that 
the apprehended evil may be averted. From 
every part of our land memorials should flow 
in, couched in terms of such eloquent expos- 
tulation, that it will be impossible for our na- 
tional rulers to look upon the contemplated 
measures without shuddering. There are 
persons in all parts of our country, who speak 
in terms of utter abhorrence of tlie course now 
pursued with tlie Indians. 
From the most 


unquestionable sources, it is ascertained, that 
great numbers of well informed individuals in 
South Carolina, Alabama, and Mississippi, 
perfectly agree on this subject with the mass 
of the people in Pennsylvania, Ohio, and the 
western, middle, and eastern States. 
I say 


the mass of the people ; for excepting those 
who are misled by false statements, and in- 
cluding all who are acquainted with the 
subject, H-will be found that nearly every in- 
dividual is on the side of the Indians. 


It is extensively supposed, that petitioning 


does no good ; and owing to tiie prevalence 
of this supposition, many thousands neglect- 
ed to petition in behalf of the Indians last 
winter. 
But this is a total mistake. A few- 


more spirited memorials, supported by the 
personal influence of men distinguished in the 
community for their integrity and patriotism, 
would probably have defeated the Indian bill'. 


Among the topics of the petitions should 


be the following: That the Indian bill 
should be immediately repealed, except so far 
as it has already been executed ; that no fur- 
ther appropriations should be made for the re- 
moval of the Indians, or for treating- with 
them, till their rights are fully acknowledged 
by all branches of the Government, and that 
the ^enate should not ratify anv treaty made 
under the auspices of the Indian bill, and the 
interpretation it has received. These topics 
of memorial have been recommended by large 
•jsscmblic.i of our Fellow-citizens in Kentucky, 
and in other parts of the Union. 
They 


should he enforced by all that variety of ar- 
gument and illustration, of which they aro 
susceptible. 


May it not be well to petition, also, that a 


declaratory act may he passed, asserting tliat 
the intercourse law cxteiHi*; to the south-wes- 
tern tribes, and directing Ibe President to 
see it eniorccd ? As the constitution h:is as-

neighborhood, where lime is coming 
into pretty general use among our far- 
mei s. 


Mr. M'Clure, in his letter to the 


Messrs. Miner's,says—'this fall or sum- 
mer I proposed lo my farmer to burn a 
kiln on the farm, and try ii on two or 
three fields, lo which he agreed ; but af 
ter enquiring amongst his neighbors, 
who told him he would ruin our land, 
and get not more than half crops, we 
gave it up for the present." 
Now this 


is exactly ihe prejudice every where, u- 
mongst those u ho huve not tried lime. 


In the heavy limestone soil of Cum- 


berland county, there is no danger of 
injury from 120 bushels of lime upon 
an acre, nor from 00 upon any bail. 


From llie Village Record. 


A proper dressing of lime per acre, 


is about forty bushels—d stiong clay 
soil may recehe double that q u a n t i t y 
with advantage; the lighter loamy soils 
•will be benefitied by thirty bushels to 
the acre. My neighbor, ABNKS HOOPKS, 
one of the best farmers in this vicinity, 
put last year on two fields 90 bushels to 
the acre. 
Within the borough, I pur- 


chased, 6 years a.^o, 38 acres of land, 
26 of which are amble ; on the 26 acres, 
following the example and advice of ex- 
perienced farmers, I put immediately 
1300 bushels of lime. 
This at the Kiln, 


in the Valley, about six miles from 
home, cost 12.} cents per bnshel, the 
price of hauling added, brought it to 
17fr cents. 
The effects have been per- 


fectly satisfactory. 


On the subject of the mode of appli- 


cation, it may be proper to say. that 
the Lime, as taken from the Kiln, is 
placed in a heap convenient at once to 
the field and water, for the purpose of 
slacking, after which it is dropped on 
the land at suitable distances in heaps 
of about a bushel each, and then spread 
like manure. 
Experienced hands who 


can judge sufficiently well the quantity 
they distribute, often spread it from the 
tail of the cart. 


On what crops, or in what state the 


land should be when lime can be best 
applied, there is less diversity of opin- 
ion than formerly. 
More and more, o- 


piriion is settling down, to that expres- 
sed by Mr. John Gheen, an excellent 
farin'M* on the Brandy wine : "II is of 
less consequence what state your land 
is in, than the main chance—that is— 
PUT ON THE LIME FIIEELY." 
AS a top 


dressing for grass its salutary effects 
are admitted ; but the most usual mode, 
and that which I should recommend, 
v.-ill be found in the custom here, con- 
nected with the most approved manner 
of farming, which I subjoin. 


A farm of 100 acres of cleared hind 


is divided into seven or eight fields, for 
the purpose of pursuing a judicious ro- 
tation of crops, which is deemed indis- 
pensible. 
A field of clover sod is care- 


fully turned down in the spring, as ear- 
ly as the frost will admit. 
On this field 


the dressing of lime is spread and well 
harrowed. Corn is then planted, taking 
care in laying out the furrows not to 
break the sod beneath. 
In preference 


to the plough, a hoe harrow is here in 
general use. for dressing the corn, and 
the sod is not broken at all. or not un- 
til the last dressing. 
As soon as the 


crop is ripe, the stalks are cut close to 
the ground and put up in shocks in tin- 
field to be husked at leisure; the stalks 
are hauled to the barn, and fed during 
the winter, to the cattle: much "ill br 
raU'ii, but the chief benefit, I imagine, is 
derived from their being trodden into 
the barn yard, and absorbing juices 
which otherwise evaporate or wu>b a- 
vay and thus contributing to produce 
a iurg<-<]')aJUKy ofinanurc; the first ob- 
j-.-ct of every good farmer.

he increases its products and conse- 
quent profits. 


As a caution, permit me to say: ex- 


pect no magical effects from lime ; it 
will not operate suddenly like Plaster 
ol Paris ; but be assured it will give bo- 
dy and strength and fertility to your 
lands, and a few years experience will 
convince you that lime as a manure, is 
in the highest degree valuable.

TO AGRICULTURALISTS. 


The writer of this article has experi- 


enced the efficacy of slack lirne, as a 
manure, on ground that was entirely 
worn out, producing nothing but five 
fingered leaves and weeds. The ground 
was tilled, and forty bushels was spread 
over it. 
It was seeded with grain, and 


timothy and clover were sown at the 
same lime. 
It yielded me a fine crop 


I mowed the same five years without 
adding any manure. 
The second ma- 


nuring was still more efficacious, when 
sixty tu eighty bushels were used. — 
Forty bushels is as much as ought to be 
used the first time. 
1 know ol a farm 


in New Jersey, in a limestone county, 
completely worn out. 
The most that 


could be obtained for it was fifteen dol- 
lars per acre. 
I presume the purcha- 


ser would not sell it for fifty dollars pel- 
acre. 
It is entirely renewed by lime, 


arid it is a pleasure to look over it. 


The advantage of using lime is, you 


insure to yourself a certain crop, unless 
the season is very unfavorable. Ground 
which has not yielded wheat for many 
years, now produces fine crops. 
In one 


instance, forty-five bushels per acre has 
been produced thisseason. Your grain 
of every kind will be at least double, in 
many instances treble. 
Your pastures 


will be very abundant — you may double 
and treble your slock of cattle. 
If you 


have more pasture than you want, 
plough under your clover — it will mel- 
low and very much enrich your ground. 
The farmer will then reap abundantly, 
and the uld cry of poor crops will be si- 
lenced.

There is the more reason to hope that such 
interviews with the President might be use- 
ful, as it is known that many, among the 
most respectable of hJs political friends, are 
as decidedly opposed, as any members of the 
community, to the prodont system of mea- 
sures in regard to the Indians. 


6. In all assemblies for public worship, and 


on all suitable occasions, let prayers be offer- 
ed that God would enlighten and guide the 
minds and hearts of our rulers, in all their no- 
tions relating to this subject. No man would 
more seriously deplore than myself the per- 
version of the worship of God, and making it 
subservient to party purposes and political 
objects. But here is a great public question, 
\viiich has an intimate bearing on the 
moral character and the permanent interest 
of the nation. An immense majority of 
those, who have examined the subject, consid- 
er the reputation of our republic to be in the 
irreatcst peril. What can be more proper 
than to oiler our fervent supplication to Him, 
in whoso hands are the hearts of rulers, that 
he would preserve us from acts of injustice 
and oppression, and that if the case be really 
such iis it is apprehended to be, by many of 
our wisest and most impartial citizens, iie 
would save us from the ama/me guilt, and 
both ourselves and posterity from the into 
1- Ar- 


able shame into which there seems such a 
desperate and unaccountable disposition to 
plunge. 
Let the people every where pray 


in the language of Daniel to Nebuchadnez- 
zar; that our rulers may show mercy to the 
poor, if it may be a lengthening of their 
trnnquility. It is needless to say that all 
prayers for our rulers should he offered with 
an unaffected and serious desire, that they 
may execute the duties of their stations in 
such a manner, as to secure for themselves 
an honorable reputation, and for their country 
the favor of Heaven. 


7. The people of the United States are 


hound to oppose the contemplated measures, 
in every legal and constitutional way. 
The 


methods, by which the true nature of these 
measures may be made apparent,and by which 
the necessity of acting justly, and humanely, 
and ircnerously. towards the Indians, may be 
enforced, are too various to be enumerated 
here. Jn a word, every thing, which is prac- 
ticable, should be done to bring the whole com- 
munity to a sense of what is truly honorable 
to ourselves as a nut ion, and truly just to our 
dependent allies. No people ever had a bet- 
ter opportunity to obtain a durable name for 
justice and benevolence toward acknowledg- 
ed 'nferiors. (to whom we are yet under great 
obligations,) than the people of the U. States 
have at the present moment. 


These things the people of the YJ. States 


arc bound to do: and if these things arc done, 
the Indians will lie saved, the cause of re- 
proach will be removed, and increased confi- 
dence will be reposed in the virtue of a free 
people. But if a contrary result should be 
witnessed, it will be owing to the apathy of 
those, who should 'have shown spirit and zeal.
